’ A new reduction of nearly $4 
million in property assessments 
in Venice Township and an 
increase of $10,227,025 in 
valuations of Granite City 
Township were disclosed 
Friday by Madison’ County 
assessing officials. 

New .assessments in the 
abstract certified to the Illingis 
Department of Local Govern- 
ment Affairs also show a 


reduction of $2,136,590 in the , 


assessments of Chouteau 
Township, and an increase of 
$674,970 in Nameoki Township 
valuations. 

The reduction in Venice 
Township follows a pattern of 
steadily declining property 
valuations in that township and, 
like last year, again will mean 
more financial problems for the 
township's taxing agenc! 

James Barton, Madison 
County supervisor —_of 
assessments, said the valuation 
cut in Venice Township includes 
another cut of $2.8 million in the 
real estate and personal 
property values of Union 
Electric Co. under an 
agreement reached last year 
after Union Electric asked the 
Board of Review to cut its 
assessments by half. 

Barton said other reductions 
in the Venice Township 
assessments ‘result from a 
“‘depréciation’? factor. The new. 
assessment. figures for’ the 
Quad-City” area were 
established for the 1976 tax 


years and will be the basis for, 


tax tobe paid this summer. 

According to. Barton, the 
assessment -ratio’in Venice 
Township remains at 43.88 per 
cent of fair cash value, the same 
as it was last year. A cut in the 
assessment ratio this year 
would have resulted in even 


lower assessment totals for the 
township. 

County assessment officials 
are charged under state law to 
establish the overall Madison 
County assessment ratio at 
33.33 per cent of fair cash value. 

This means, Barton said, that 
a reduction in the assessment 
ratio will be required in Venice 
Township next year. “It looks 
like things can be- worse next 
year,” he said. The state law 
requires the adjustment to a 
countywide 33.33 per cent ratio 
by 1978. 

‘The cut given Union Electric 
in the new 1976 assessment 
includes $1.4 million real estate 
values and $1.4 million “in 
personal property assessments. 
The same cuts were given 
Union Electric last year after 
the utility charged it was being- 
assessed at a ratio of more than 
50 per cent of fair cash value. 

Last year's total assessment 
of Union Electric, after the $2.8 
million reduction was granted 
by the Board of Review, was set 
at $22,385,000 for both real and 
personal property. This year 
the new assessment for the 1976 
tax year, has been set at 
$9,794,790 on real estate 
property and $9,846,500 on 


, a total of 
$19,641,290. 

The increase in the total 
assessment of Granite City 
Township results primarily 
froni-an 8 per-cént:increase set 
by the Board of Review by 
applying’ a 1.08 multiplying 
factor against the township's 
Overall property assessment.

Cost squeeze may put college 
out of reach for many—Shaw 


A federal “\task , force 
examining the possibility of 
college tuition tax credits was 
urged Thursday by President 
Kenneth A. Shaw of Southern 
Illinois University at Edward- 
‘svillé to consider a program of 
tax ‘incentives to prevent (a 
“human energy crisis” in the 
nation. 

In testimony placed in the 
record at a Congressional 
hearing conducted by the Task 
Force on Tax Expenditures, 
Government Organization and 
Regulation, Pres. Shaw warned 
that the nation’s “middle-class 
citizens who seek higher 
education are caught in a 
crushing cost squeeze.” 

He-asserted, “If you do not 
discover proper incentives for 
this great spectrum of our 
taxpaying constituents, our 
nation will be facing a human 
energy ‘crisis far more 
dangerous, cruel and ‘unjust 
than the energy crisis 
dominating the headlines right 
now.” 

The SIUE president said the 
task force, which is chaired by 
Congressman Paul Simon of 
Carbondale, should keep Tour 
major points in mind as various 
incentive proposals are con- 
sidered 

—Immediate relief is needed 
for families caught in the 
“sibling squeeze,"’ where two 
and sometimes three students 
are seeking a higher education 
at the same time. 

—The programs in place for 
lower-income minorities must 
not be ‘‘lost in the shuffle.” 

—Closer attention must be 
paid to the so-called ‘“part- 
time” student “who fs making a 
positive social contribution as 
well as improving skills and 
appreciation at the sacrifice of 
available leisure time.”’ 

—Any program of relief or 
incentive must have safeguards 
to prevent existing institutions 
from simply using the increased 
benefits to further increase 
tuitions and relieve present 
budgetry problems. 

Pres. Shaw said the nation 
must recognize that any citizen 
of value to the society of the 
future must continue the 
process of education as a 
lifetime commitment. 

“This implies an over-riding 
national interest in the nur- 
turing of our present 
educational resources, along 
with a basic policy of maximum 
feasible access of all citizens to 
these resources,’’ he said. 

Citing the financial squeeze 
which has developed, Dr. Shaw 
said, “What is properly con- 
strued as a right for the poor, 
and remains the privilege of the 


rich, has become the: crushing 
cross of the middle class. 

“The true backbone on a 
healthy society is becoming 
more and. more discouraged 
from ‘strengthening its brains 
and expanding its heart.” 

He said it is important to 
continue programs for low- 
income minorities because “the 
programs represent’ a 
recognition of injustice and 
social:imbalance which is still 
far from being redressed. 


“A heavy body of evidence 
indicates that high tuition and 
fee costs’ have a_ seriously 
depressing effect on all 
enrollments, thus weakening 
our schools institutionally and 
creating, in effect, a policy of 
discouraging all our citizens 
from improving themselves 
educationally.” 

Urging consideration for part- 
time students, Dr. Shaw pointed 
out that the median age of the 
student body at SIUE is ap- 
proaching 25. ‘All indications 
point to this as a national trend, 


with great promise for the 
future,” he said. 

The university president 
urged the task force to have the’ 
General Accounting Office 
make an intensive _ and 


progr: ¥ 
implemented. He said ‘his 
assignment of the present 
Situation is that ‘‘it is fraught 
with problems and pregnant 
with promise. 

“Not only is the future of 
education in your hands, but 
with, it the very keel—and 
swheel—of our ship of state, 
which is embarking on the third 
century of our great national 
voyage.”” 

Dr, \ Shaw was invited to 
testify by Cong. Simon, former 
Troy newspaper publisher and 
Illinois lieutenant governor who 
is serving |his second term as 
U.S. representative from the 
24th Congressional District. 
Simon formerly represented the 
Quad-Cities in the state 
legislature. 


Plan improvements 
at housing projects 


Granite City Housing 
Authority Executive Director 
David Morgan said last week 
that current plans call for roof, 
door, canopy, lighting, energy 
connection and security im- 
provements at various housing 
facilities. 

The authority provides 
needed housing for larger 
numbers of good people and 
families, he told Granite City 
Rotarians, despite crowded 
conditions and a financial 
squeeze that began several 
years ago when the state 
altered the formula under 
which it assists aid recipients. 

Virtually full tenancy is 
maintained and waiting lists 
are kept, he said. There are 451 
apartments in 49 buildings at 
Kirkpatrick Homes and 200 
units for the elderly in 37 
structures at The Anchorage. 

Morgan said that while 
policies are set by a city housing 
board, numerous — federal 
guidelines and inspections 
closely monitor all GCHA 
directives and activities. 

Due to frequent revision of 
feder@l mortgages for capital 
spending on remodeling and 
new construction, the U. S. will 
retain ownership well into the 
next century, it was explained. 

Established in May 1939, the 


authority has. increasingly 
come under the jurisdiction of 
the U. S. Housing and Urban 
Development Department, 
which issues procedural 
changes each month, he 
related 

In lieu of property taxes, the 
authority pays $20,000 to $25,000 
yearly, believed to be more than 
twice what would be produced if 
similar acreage was sub- 
divided, Morgan said. 

The investment in facilities is 
estimated at $7,070,000.

Congressman Melvin’ Price

Price explained that the bill 
calls for the Federal Power 
Commission to set standards for 
electric utility reliability and to

Additionally, automatic ad- 
justments in’ the utility rates 
would be reviewed every two 
years.

State study of urban 
water pollution control 


Methods to implement a state 
plan for controlling water 
pollution at the local level will 
be discussed at meetings to be 
held by the Illinois Environ- 
mental Protection Agency in 
eight urban areas over the next 
several weeks. 

Urban stormwater steering 
committees composed of local 
Gfficals and interested citizens 
lin Rockford, Moline, Decatur, 
Springfield, Bloomington- 
Normal, Kankakee,. Cham- 
paign-Urbana and Peoria are 
meeting to develop control 
measures for keeping urban 
water pollutants from entering 
lakes and rivers during rain- 
storms. 

Such pollutants include heavy 
metals on streets from car 
exhaust and industrial fallout, 
sediment from construction 
sites, fertilizers and pesticides 
from lawns and gold courses, 
transmission fluids, litter and 
naturally-occurring organic 
matter and atmospheric par- 
ticles. 

Stream samples, to be taken 
during rainstorms this summer 
and falt, will help ‘committee 
members assess the severity of 
water pollution problems from 
urban areas. Local-level 
agencies will condyct sampling 
programs. 

Other state planning mae 
are assessing water pol 
problems caused by tiie 
construction and farming 
practices in IEPA’s clean water 
planning program. 

A state plan for controlling 
polluted runoff from such areas, 
mandated by Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act Amend- 
ments of 1972, will be developed

It also provides that the 
owners of rental property or 
mortgage holders can request 
to be notified by a utility or 
power company when the heat 
is shut off to a residence in 
which they have an interest.

Commenting on the bill, 
Lucco added, ‘‘The intent of this 
legislation is to preserve lives 
and protect property. Rep. 
Steele and myself are gratified 
with the overwhelming support 
this bill received both in 
committee and on the House 
floor.

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“Replace lock-day facilities while studying use fee formula 


If there is to be an 18-month federal 
study, it ought to focus on whether there 
should be inland waterway user fees, the 
U.S. Senate Commerce, Science and 
Transportation Committee ruled by a 14-1 
margin Thursday. 

Backers of this position included Sen. 
Russell Long (D-La.), Senate "finance 
chairman, who said such revenue matters 
constitutionally must originate in the 
House of Representatives, and Sen. Adlai 

, Stevenson (D-Il.), who favors a fee 
concept but stressed that he doesn’t yet 
know what a proper user fee formula 
would be. 

The proposed $5 million study by the 
U.S. Transportation Department would 
consider fee formulas and the balancing of 
costs that affect various modes of shipping 
and transportation. 

The department earlier suggested a $10 
million |to $15 million, 18-month study of 
Alton Locks and Dam 26, but both the 
commerce pamel and the Environment and 
Public Works Committee, which 


recommended immediate user fees, 
support prompt construction of new dam 
and lock facilities two miles downstream at 
an estimated cost of $420 million. 

Powerful Sen. Long told the Commerce, 
Science and Transportation Committee on 
Thursday that the Alton facilities are in 
“terrible shape, and it’s not going to be any 
cheaper to delay.” 

The Carter administration favors 
charging barge firms and other waterway 
users for part or all of the cost of 
operation, maintenance, improvement and 
new construction on the inland waterways. 
However, it has conceded that in some 
areas — with limited traffic and numerous 
locks — such fees could be excessive. 

Both houses of Congress have yet to 
take full action this year on the Alton 
locks-dam and user fees, and it appears 
they would be wise to separate them, 
judging each on the merits rather than 
artificially combining the lock condition 
and revenue issues. 


Increased airline flights intensify Lambert’s site problem 


Guest opinion by Arven H. Saunders, 
executive director, St. Louis Metropolitan 
Area Airport Authority — Last week's 
announcement that TWA will add six 
flights next month with more to follow this 
year, coupled with the recent move by 
American Airlines to increase schedules 
by 44 per cent, brings into clearer focus 
the emerging capacity problem at 
Lambert. 

Other airlines are expected to follow the 
lead of TWA and American by increasing 
schedules to and from St. Louis. The 
primary purpose of these additional 
schedules will be to connect with the other 
flights. Critically, this “ripple” action will 
have the impact of increasing the peak 
hour air carrier runway demand, in the 
face of no increase in runway capacity 
available at Lambert. 

As more schedules are added by the 
various airlines in order to take advantage 
of the increasing connecting service, the 
carriers will begin to add even more 
schedules in their competition for the 
available business. 

This situation was foreseen many years 
ago by this Authority and many aviation 
experts, but was not taken into account in 
the Parsons Master Plan for Lambert 
which assumed continued sluggish 
economic performance in St. Louis. 

The result of this growth at Lambert will 
be to advance the date at which Lambert 
-will become saturated, despite the 
exuberant suggestions of some that St. 
Louis could become another Chicago, 
Dallas or Atlanta. But of course, this 
potential can never materialize without a 
new airport. 

The landlocked, increasingly obsolete, 
2,000-acre Lambert site will never be 
competitive with such airports as O'Hare, 
Atlanta Iiternational or the new 17,500- 


acre Dallas-Fort Worth Regional Airport. 

An April 14, 1977, St. Charles Banner 
News article, “Lambert to ask funding for 
Master Plan improvements,” heralded the 
fact that the four-phase master plan 
developed by the Ralph M. Parsons 
Company would be submitted Friday, 
April 15, to the Federal Aviation 
Administration for approval. The plan 
calls for $145 million in improvements to 
Lambert-St. Louis International Airport. 

As of this date, there has been no 
announced, action, as apparently the 
planners have begun to have second 
thoughts in light of Transportation 
Secretary Brock Adams’ statement that 
“he cannot ignore the clear danger signals 
flowing from recent studies of Lambert 
Airport capacity and demand,” and that it 
may be legally and environmentally 
impossible for Lambert -to make 
meaningful expansion. And, even if the 
Parsons expansion program were to be 
undertaken, the result would -be “severe 
congestion and deteriorating air service”

Legislation 
would ban 
false ID’s 


Bogus identification used to 
commit offenses from welfare 
fraud to illegal immigration 
would be outlawed by Cong. 
Henry J. Hyde, R-6th Dist. 

Hyde said last week he is 
introducing legislation 
recommended by the Justice 
Department’s Federal Advisory 
Committee on False Iden- 
tification in a final report last 
November after a two-year 
investigation. 

Hyde does “not favor a 
national identification card, but 
he said some of the “glaring 
loopholes’” both in state and 
federal legislation should be 
closed at savings of $10 billion 
annually to U.S, taxpayers. 

Hyde's bill would prohibit: 

1. False application for 
federal documents. 

2. Use of the mails or. other 
interstate communications to 
obtain state identification 
documents fraudulently. 

% Unauthorized making or 
altering of any federal iden- 

m- document. 

4. Unauthorized making or 
altering or sale or delivery, of 
any similar state document to 
obtain a federal document. 

5. Use of the mails or other 
interstate communication to 
send false identification, 
whether state or federal, or any 
such document intended for 
improper use. 

Hyde said a “growing army of 
criminals and fugitives’’ is 
using bogus identification for 
everything from drug 
smuggling, illegal immigration, 
credit card and securities 
swindles. to fraud against the 
government. 

He said falsely-obtained birth 
certificates frequently become 
“the breeder documents” for 
other bogus identification 
documents, such as Social 
Security cards and driver's 
‘licenses. 

He said just about any bogus 
identification required ‘‘can be 
purchased in virtually every 
large city in the U.S. for 
whatever the tratfje will bear."”
